I read the comments on HDTV in the (May) issue with great interest. Like any new technology, the inevitable 
results are uncertain and unpredictable. Most DXers comments are based on a lot of "ifs". IF HDTV gains a 

foothold, DX will be a thing of the past, IF HDTV passes its 15-year "trial," large segments of the population 

(geographically and demographically) will be cut out of the TV world. And so on. 


The bottom line on whether a new technology will be successful is if it is ultimately PROFITABLE for the 
powers involved. And frankly, I just can't see HDTV being a big money maker. The costs of more expensive 
equipment used to produce, transmit, and receive HDTV will result in a huge consumer price tag, at least 
initially. And I just can't see the average Joe and Jane Six-pack getting excited about HDTV. Do we really 
NEED such an extravagant technical means for delivering "Melrose Place" or "The Richard Bey Show?" 


True, many new techno advances are initially prohibitively expensive, and come down in price over the years. I 
used to work with a guy who owned one of the first consumer VCRs (a now obsolete format) in the early 70's. 
The thing cost $1300, you could only tape one hour on a cassette, and there was not even a simplistic timer. But 
consumers quickly saw the VALUE of a VCR — time-shifting, saving prized programs for reviewing, renting 
theatrical releases, etc., and now you can get a quality 4-head machine with all sorts of bells and whistles for 
$200. I don't see HDTV as being something that many consumers (save for videophiles who always want the 
latest, greatest, biggest, coolest technology) will see as something they NEED or even want. 


Yes, IF (there's that word again) HDTV takes hold, and is successful, TV-DX as we know it will come to an 
end. (And digital radio could, similarly, ultimately wipe out FM-DXing as well.) The notion that "well, we'll still 
have Cuba and Mexico" is worthless: even though I am in a region of the country where DX from both locales is 
easier than for many WTFDAers, those countries account for a very small percentage of my DX historically. 

And I, for one, can't get excited about putting together a DX setup for such a small payoff. If and when this all 
comes about, I'll still have my DX tapes, logs, and memories. Life goes on — we all have other interests (at least 
I *hope* we all do) and while I will be saddened if TV and FM-DX becomes a thing of the past, I certainly won't 
lose any sleep over it. 


But my bet is that HDTV will be a case of “techno overkill" that will die out sooner or later in favor of improving 
the NTSC format, or at least coming up with something more compatible and marketable. If people want high- 
quality video, they want it for movies and such, and can already get that with technologies like video discs. We 
don't need it to watch "The Simpsons," it won't add to the enjoyment of "The Price Is Right,” and Dan Rather 
will still be just as insufferable in HDTV as he is in NTSC. Let's not push the panic button just yet. 73, J.

° The CRTC licensed two temporary low power FM 
stations for one day only, on May 25, 1996, for the 
“March for Jesus” celebration. These were located in 
Grande Prairie, Alberta, and Winnipeg. No frequen- 
cies were specified, but if you were in t hose areas, and 
heardanunidentifiedreligiousorientedstationonthat 
day, that is probably what you heard! 

¢ Anupdateon one of the Florida piratesissent tousby 
Ken Simon, via the “Liberty News Service”. The 96.7, 
which was located in Lutz, FL, wascaught by the FCC 
on March 7, 1996. The station was being operated by 
an A.L. Kobres, of Lutz, with 50 watts, giving him a 
range of about six miles. According to the article, the 
station broadcast information on topics such as “home 
schooling, natural medicine, organic gardening, con- 
stitutional law, politics, and POW/MIA issues” and 
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featured patriotic music. The station primary ran a 
“talk show” format. Apparently, the FCC visited 
Kobres last November to try and persuade him to 
cease the broadcasts. Kobres asserted his position, 
that his broadcasts were legal, based on his interpreta- 
tion of the Communications Act of 1934, but the FCC 
didn’t see it the same way! His station was shut down 
after another licensed Tampa area station reportedly 
complained to the FCC about losing listeners to his 
pirate station. Ironically, the FCC was familiar with 
Kobres, as he had installed most of the antenna and 
computer equipment in their Tampa field office! Ona 
related topic, Ken also forwards an e-mail about some 
one inquiring about “Bad Apple Radio”, heard on 89.3 
around the Lincoln and Holland Tunnels in NYC/NJ. 
Perhaps another pirate? 

e Saul Chernos sends in several articles that he has 
come across. Oneis from the Charlottetown Guardian 
Weekend, and describes a local petition drive in Prince 
Edward Island, signed by 4,000 people, when CHLQ 
93.1 Charlottetown switched from country “Q93”, toa 
lite rock format and “Magic 93”. “Unfortunately you 
can't please everybody no matter what you do”, says 
Frank Lewis, station manager. Country music fans 
can still find that format on CFCY AM 630. Another 
articlein Marketing MagazinetalksabouttheCRTC’s 
licensing of “temporary stations” and how Lee Smith, 
a former pilot turned broadcaster, has turned this into 
CKVN, in Winnipeg. Thesestationscan operate for 28 
straight days without a license. Smith usually then 
shuts off the station on the 29th day, and has covered 
avariety of events, including car races, Canadian A via- 
tion Day, and the 50th Anniversary of VE Day. In 
1994, when Smith broadcast for 11 days at the Model 
Aeronautics Association of Canada in Brandon, local 
stations reported what they thought wasa ‘pirate sta- 
tion’ to the police! Another article from the same 
magazine describes the controversy between CFNY 
102.1 Toronto, and WEDG 103.3 Buffalo, both using 
the same “Edge” slogan. CF NY wanted to run televi- 
sion ads on Buffalos WUTV “Fox 29”, which runs 
quite a few Canadian ads, becausesuch a high percent- 
age of its audience is across the border. However, 
Jacobs Media of Detroit franchised the “Edge” slogan 
for WEDG. In response, 
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CFNY is spoofing this situation by running ads on 
WUTYV telling viewers that “we must immediately 
cease and desist the advertising of our radio station's 
name on thistelevisionstation” witha view of CFNY’s 
logo, with “censored” over the part that reads “Edge”! 
CFNY’s “Humble and Fred” morning team is in fur- 
ther trouble, for operating a promotional event with- 
out a permit outside Toronto City Hall. They claim it 
was a political event, as they were at the time jointly 
running for premier of Ontario. Finally, Saul sends us 
anarticlefromthe TorontoGlobeand Mailabout CFJB 
95.7 in Barrie, Ontario, which is teaming up with a 
small station in St. Petersburg, Russia, that country’s 
second largestcity (formerly Leningrad).CFJB,“Rock 
95”, will upgrade the station to 5 kW to serve that 5 
million person metropolitan area, and will broadcast a 
Russian Adult Contemporary format, and alsofeature 
aCanadiannew music program produced backatCFJB. 
e Some late breaking news here from Syracuse, New 
York. On 5pm, on June 7th, WHEN 107.9 suddenly 
scrapped their country music format. They are cur- 
rently playing just pieces of songs, of several seconds 
length, with liners such as “At quick 108, we don't 
waste your time playing all of your favorite songs, we 
just play your favorite partsof your favoritesongs.” (7!) 
ThankstoDougSmithforforwardingsomethingfrom 
Compuserve on this, and I also picked up the station 
myself with this odd “format”. Even commercials are 
only 3 seconds per spot, such as “Eat at McDonalds, 
shop at P&C, buy a Chevy from Bombard.” Program- 
ming guru Alan Furst commented: “My whole career 
I've heard listeners complain that radio stations lack 
variety and don't play enough songs every hours. It 
suddenly dawned on us, what the hell, givethem what 
they want!” Supposedly, several features are planned, 
such as “Country Lunch- 312 of your favorite country 
songs each day noon”, “Seventies At Seven - 277 songs 
from the seventies 7-8pm each night” and “Car Tunes 
-301 great oldies for the ride home each night at 5pm”. 
Most of the record snipits that I heard were adult 
contemporary songs, with a few dance songs. They 
claim they arecommitted tothisnew “format” butIam 
not really convinced! There are rumors of a pending 
change to modern rock, so stay tuned!
